"if the authorities of the Catholic 
church 1 feel ob liged to dictate to 
students who are memb ers of that 
church, the college raises no ob ject­ 
ion. Its trustees: adm inistration and 
faculty will continue to encourage 
the free search for truth, genuine 
scholarship and personal religion.” 
"The college authorities will b e 
exceedingly sorry for any Catholic 
students who are forced to w ith­ 
draw ,” Dr. W right continued, "The 
college rem ains open to them ." 
The B-W president reported there 
had b een no discrim ination on the 
Berea campus, and said the college 
had "recently b een criticized In cer­ 
tain M ethodist clreles for adm itting 
so m any Catholic students while 
turning down M ethodist and other 
P rotestant students whose grades 
were som ewhat Inferior,” 
"There has b een no change in re ­ 
quired chapel program s and courses 
in religion for 100 years,” he con­ 
cluded. "This Is stated in the col­ 
lege catalogue, and each student has 
this inform ation upon entering col­ 
lege. Chapel program s hav e nev er 
b een sectarian.” 
Msgr. Balm at elab orated his opin­ 
ion on the required course b y de­ 
claring: 
“This study of religion denies or 
m akes light of many of the funda­ 
m ental doctrines of faith; It teaches 
positiv e error; It tends toward ag­ 
nosticism and destroys add ob jectiv e 
standards of b elief and conduct.

C hairm an Vandenb erg (R-M ich) 
b rought this out in a series of ques­ 
tions as Douglas continued testi­ 
mony b efore the senate foreign re­ 
lations comm ittee ■ on the proposed 
four-year program known as the 
M arshall plan. 
Vandenb erg recalled earlier testi­ 
mony of state departm ent officials 
and asked Douglas w hether It is 
true 
tha t ev entual 
cost to 
the 
U nited States m ight "ultim ately b e 
reduced” b y $ 1,300,000,000 to $ 2.- 
800,000,000 through recov ery on loans 
expected to b e repaid under the 
plan. 
“T hat is correct,” Douglas assured 
Vandenb elg. 
S tate departm ent officials hav e 
estim ated tha t from 20 to 40 percent 
of any recov ery funds adv anced will 
b e In the form of loans tha t may b e 
repaid. The b alance of 80 to 60 per­ 
cent would b e in the form of grant« 
that would not b e repaid. 
Vandenb erg put it this way: 
Explains Set-up 
If a low of 20 percent is repaid 
the ultim ate cost to the treasury 
would b e $ 5,500,000,000 while if 40 
percent comes b ack the actual $ 6,- 
800,660,000 initial cost wo*4d drop 
to $ 4,000,000,000. 
Vandenb erg then asked w hat will 
determ ine w hether aid is extended 
in the foim of a loan or a grant. 
Douglas said experts of this na­ 
tion will determ ine the ab ility of 
the recipient nation to repay. 
He 
said adv ances for capital goods and 
equipm ent will b e repaid if the n a ­ 
tion is ab le to do »0. 
Both the am ount of money

quired and the way the state de­ 
tr im e n t w ants the program run 
hav e b een under powerful criticism 
in the senate.

FEW thing are mere fascinating 
than the way the b ody maintains 
its complicated chemical b alance, 
and few more certain than that 
disease will result if it goes Just s 
little « » it of kilter one way or toe- 
other. 
For health, the amount of sugar 
in the b lood must remain within 
fairly constant limits. 
This to ac­ 
complished b y a secretion from the 
pancreas 
of a chemical known as 
insulin, and we run

whenev er it to increaased or de­ 
creased ab ov e or b elow the normal 
amount. 
In the Ab domen 
When the pancreas, which is a 
gland located to the ab domen, fails 
to make enough insulin, the b ody is 
unab le to me sugar and the disease 
known as diab etes results. 
On the 
other hand, when too much insulin 
is eereted, sugar to b urned at a 
terrific rate and there to a sudden 
drop to the amount o i b lood sugar. 
TTie 
resulting condition, known 
as hypoglycemia; has unpleasant 
symptoms, the most common of 
which are pain to the ab domen, 
weakness, numb ness, 
cold 
sweats, 
dizziness and lack of alertness. 
Sensation of Hanger 
The senation of hunger to pres­ 
ent in most patients during an at­ 
tack. At times, there may also b e s 
crav ing for sweets. The symptom.* 
are temporarily stopped b y eating 
particularly b y taking fee cream or 
fruit Juices. 
The symptoms in 
certain 
pa­ 
tients studied had b een present fo. 
a period of from three months to 
weiiiy v ears, the av erage b eing 
‘ four and a 
half years. As a rule 
the attacks came on b etween one 
and a half and fiv e hours after 8 
meal, and were started or mad« 
b y physical exertUm. 
The exact cause of this disorder 
in which too much insulin to se­ 
creted has not 
b een 
discov ered 
Howev er, it seems that the condi­ 
tion can b e kept under control b y 
proper treatment.. The ab dominal 
pain, whiich occurs to practically 
all instances, seems to b e due to 
the effect of insulin on the con­ 
tractions of the stomach and b owel 
and on the secretton of acid b y the 
stomach. 
lik e Stomach Ulcer 
This pain to so similar to that 
which « recurs as a result of stom­ 


ach ulcer, that gieat care must 
sometimes b e taken not to confuse 
the two ailments. 
The surest way 
of ruling out 
ulcer is through an 
X-ray examination of the stom­ 
ach.

dition is present, a test, known as 
the glucose tolerance test; may b e 
carried out. This to done b y hav ing 
the patient fast for ab out six hours 
and then determining b y chemical 
tests the amount of sugar in fir? 
b lood. 
Then the patient is giv en 
glucose and, at hourly interv als, 
for four hours, the b lood sugar is 
again determined. In patients with 
hypoglycemia, 
the 
b lood 
sugar 
rises; within two to three hours it 
rapidly drop*. If hypoglycemia to 
suspected, this test should b e car­ 
ried cut to order to make a defi­ 
nite diagnosis.

told a reporter. 
He said n o d ate has been set for 
reopen in g the Pau ley an gle. 
Stassen Testimon y Cited 
Harold E. Stassen , the former 
govern or of Min n esota n ow cam­ 
paign in g for the Repu blican presi­ 
d en tial n omin ation , told Fergu son ’s 
appropriation s su bcommittee y ester­ 
d ay that ad min istration In sid ers— 
in clu d in g Pau ley —have been in the 
markets to the exten t of abou t $20,- 
000,000 an d have profited by ap­ 
proximately $4,000,000 sin ce the en d 
of the war. He* said Pau ley alon e 
mad e $1,000,000. 
Stassen said he has In formation 
on abou t 11 big trad ers in the ad ­ 
min istration or closely related to it. 
“I will n ot n ame them u n til I am 
read y to back it u p with positive 
proof,” he said .
